President Advises Cut. 

The president conferred today with Ma- 
jority Leader Underwood and Senator 
Simmons of North Carolina on the execu- 
tive program. Senator Simmons told the 
president that he had lost out in his Gght 
to pass the river and harbor bill un- 
amended in the senate. The president 
then told Senator Simmons he believed 
it would be a wise move to reduce the 
measure by striking out all new projects.

Within the ladt week thousands of let- 
ters and telegrams have poured into 
Washington demanding that the pork 
barrel be eliminated and the war taxes 
reduced. The, fight on the measure was 
started by Representative Frear of Wis- 
consin in the house several months ago. 
Tun Tripune launched a campaign of 
publicity against the proposed political 
raid on the treasury. 


Tried to “Slip It Over.” 
When the measure reached the senate 
and $10,000,000 was added to it there, Sen- 
ators Burton, Kenyon, Norris, La Fol- 
lette, and Gallinger took up the struggle 
against it. They succeeded in sidetrack- 
ing it during the summer, but when the 
European war distracted the public's at- 
tention, the pork hunting senators, head- 
ed by Senator Simmons of North Caro- 
lina, immediately attempted to pase the 
measure while the public could not be 
aroused. The opposition senators were 
right on the job, however, and for more 
than two weeks they have blocked Sim- 
mons at every turn.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 10.—[Special. } 
The Pan-American trade conference, 
suggested by the CuicaGo TRIBUNE and 
held under the joint auspices of the de- 
partments of state and commerce, was 
called to order this morning by Secre- 
tary of State Bryan. The meetings, 
which lasted throughout the day, were 
presided over by Secretary of Commerce 
Redfield. 

Nearly a hundred South and Central 
American diplomats and consuls, New 
York bankers, and exporters and repre- 
sentatives of various commercial bodies 
were present. The speeches made painted 
the first clear picture of present condi- 
tions in Latin America which has been. 
presented to the public. 


To Enlarge Committee. 

It was decided that Secretary of Com- 
weree Redfield should appoint seven or 
More represetitatives of the south and 
west and north to be added to the ex- 
toting Latin-American trade 
the national foreign E 
ig at present entirely made up * a 
York importers, exporters, and commis- 
sion merchants. 

If and when this enlarged committee 
can devise a practical scheme for open- 
ing up trade relations with South Amer- 
ica, a large conference, to which men 
from all over the country will be invited, 
may be held, or it may be decided to post- 
pone the larger conference until the fed- 
eral reserve banks have been organized, 
and the bill for the federal purchase of 
ships shall have passed congress. 

Secretary Redfield made plain the posi- 
tion of the administration when he said: 

“The department of commerce is not 
interested in any plan which regards 
South America as a cow to be milked, go 
that the cream may arise in American 
banks.“ 


Hope for Help. 
Meanwhile the manufacturers and busi- 
ness men of the middle west may get a 
good idea of the present Latin American 
situation and of what must be done be- 
fore any extension of trade with the 
southern continent is possible py reading 
over the following condensed statement 
of a few of the speeches made at the con- 
ference: 

Our countries are on the border of ruin. 
From 60 per cent to 70 per cent of our 
commerce has been wiped out by the war 
in Europe. We have no money, and all 
our sources of credit have been cut off. 
Unless you can aid us to finance the gath- 
ering and moving of our coffee crop in 
November that also will be a total loss. 
We are in great distress. We need your 
aid and we need it promptly.—Consaul 
General of Costa Rica, in New York. 

Thousands of bags of cocoa will soon 
be spoiling on the docks at Guayaquil. 
Your importers have offered to buy a 
part of the crop, but are willing to pay 
only about 60 per cent ot the normal 
market price, thus taking advantage of 
our necessities.

Removal of Foreigners’ Priv- 
lleges Abrogates Cen- 
turles-Old Treaties. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 10.— Turkey 
formally notified the United States and 
the nations of the world today that it 
had abrogated the series of conventions, 
treaties, and privileges originating as 
early as the eleventh century, whereby 
foreigners in the Ottoman empire have 
been exempt from local jurisdiction in 
civil and criminal cases. 
Foreign subjects no longer will enjoy 
what is known as extraterritorial rights, 
through which they have been tried by 
their own judges, diplomatic representa- 
tives, or consuls. 
This practice, abandoned by Japan sev- 
eral years ago through the negotiation 
of new treaties, Turkey has removed by 
a stroke ot he pen.

BRITISH ‘HIT HARD.

ONDON, Sept. 10.—The text of the 

first report of Field Marsha! Sir 

John French, in command ot the 

British forces in France, covering 

the British operations since the 

troops landed in France, was made pub- 
lic today. 

The report is addressed to Hari Kitch- 
ener, the secretary of war, and its pub- 
lication indicates that the government is 
responding to the public demand for fuller 
information on the ‘progress of opera- 
tions, so far as the British forces are 


concerned, in France. 


~~ 

The report is published in the London 
Gazette, the official organ. It. follows 
in part: 

“ The transportation of the troops from 
England by rail and sea was effected in 
the best order and without a check. Con- 
centration was practically completed on 
the evening of Friday, Aug. 21, and I was 
able to make dispositions to move the 
force during Saturday to positions I con- 
sidered most favorable. The line extend- 
ed along the line of the canal from Conde 
on the west, through Mons and Binche on 
the east. 

“During Aug. 22 and 23 the advance 
squadrons did some excellent work, some 
of them penetrating as far as Soignies (a 
town of Belgium ten miles northeast of 
Mons), and in several encounters our 
troops showed to great advantage. 

“On Sunday, the 23d, reports began 
to come in to the effect that the enemy 
was commencing an attack on the Mons 
line apparently in some strength, but that 
the right of the position from Mone was 
being particularly threatened.

The commander of the First corps had 
pushed his flank back to some hikh 
ground south of Bray and the Fifth cav- 
alry evacuated Binche, moving slightly 
south. The enemy thereupon occupied 
Binche. 

“ The right of the Third division, under 
Gen. Hamilton, was at Mons, which 
‘formed a somewhat dangerous salient, 
and I directed the commander of the Sec- 
ond corps, if threatened seriously, to 
draw back the.center behind Mons, This 
was done before dark.

“In view of the possibility of my being 
driven from the Mons position, I had 
previously ordered a position in the rear 
to be reconnoitered. 

“This position rested on the fortress of 
Maubeuge on the right and extended 
west to Jenlain, southeast of Valen- 
clennes on the left. The position was re- 
ported difficult to hold, because standing 
crops and buildings made the siting of 
trenches very difficult and limited the 
fire in many important localities. It nev- 
ertheless afforded a few good artillery po- 
sitions. 

“When the news of the retirement of 
the French and the heavy German force 
threatening on my front reached me I 
determined to effect a retirement to the 
Maubeuge position at daybreak on the 
24th. 

“At daybreak on the 24th the Second 
division, from the neighborhood of Har- 
mignies, made a powerful demonstration 
as if to retake Binche.

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GERMAN LIN ERS TO MAKE 
DASH FOR HOME WATERS? 


Rumored at New York Order Has 
Been Given and Applies to All 
Vessels in U. . Ports. 


New York, Sept. 10.—[Special.}]—There 
was a persistent rumor in shipping circles 
today that all German vessels in port had 
been ordered to sea, presumably to make 
a dash for a German port. The order 
also applied to all German vessels in 
American ports, it was said, and they had 
been told to be ready to sail on three 


hours’ notice. 

The ships of the Hamburg-American 
and North German Lloyd lines now 
docked in Hoboken have steam up and 
are eaid to be coaled and provisioned It 
was stated at the Lloyd offices today that 
their vessele were coaled two weeks ago. 

No British cruisers have been reported 
off Sandy Hook for several days, and it is 
thought they have left the port of New 
York unguarded for a few days to per- 
form some mission tn other waters. Cap- 
tains of incoming British steamers have 
reported that there are about twenty-five 
British war vessels between this country 
and England. 

Official denials that the German vessels 
would sail were obtained from both the 
North German Lloyd and Hamburg- 
American lines. 


CONGRESS FIGHT 
ON FREIGHT TAX | 
IS ANTICIPATED 


POLITICAL MOTIVES SEEN 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 10.—[Special.] 
~The decision of the house ways and 
means committee to recommend a 8 per 
cent tax on all freight shipments will 
precipitate a bitter struggle in congress, 

Members of both the house and senate 
today were frank in their assertions that 
the imposition of this tax on the general 
consuming public will never be removed 
after the war is over. They declare that 
it opens the way for the railroads to col- 
lect hundreds of millions annually from 
the public. This, too, after the interstate 
commerce commission has ruled they 
should increase their revenues through 
economies. 

The war revenue measure will provide 
a tax of SO cents a barrel on beer, 20 
cents a gallon on domestic. wines, and 3 
per cent on all freight charges. 


Total Over $100,000,000. 

The beer tax is expected to produce 
$33,000,000 annually, the wine tax $9,000,- 
000 annually, and the freight tax $65,000,- 
000, or a total of $107,000,000, 

It is pointed out, however, that the 
freight tax will amount to far more than 
$65,000,000. During the testimony in the 
recent eastern advanced rate case it was 
stated that a 5 per cent advance in east- 
ern territory alone would produce $60,- 
000,000 additional revenues for the rail- 
roads. The 3 per cent revenue tax will 
be laid on all roads in the country. 

Those who object to the tax assert that 
it will increase the cost of living allalong 
the line. 


Urged as Alternative. 

The tax on freight was decided upon in 

order to-escape levying one on whisky, to- 
bacco, patent medicines,' legal ‘nstru- 
ments, and Pullman car tickets. An ef- 
fort will be made in the house by northern 
Democrats and Republicans to amend the 
bill 0 as to tax whisky, tobacco, and pat- 
ent medicines, and probably Pullman 
tickets. Rep?éseMtative Rathey of Illinois 
will have charge of the opposition. He 
will present an amendment repealing the 
whisky outage laws, by which $25,000,000 
annually will be added to the government 
revenues. 
The government now allows distillers 
several gallons of evaporation of every 
keg put in bond. Mr. Rainey says the 
whisky improves in value by evaporation 
to such an extent the distillers can well 
afford paying a tax on all that goes in 
bond instead of what comes out. The 
northerners charge that the refusal of 
the committee to tax whisky and tobacco 
is a direct favor to the south, which con- 
trols the ways and means committee. 


Cite Spanish War Tax. 

An analogy is being drawn between the 
probable results of the tax on freight and 
the results of the war tax on tobacco dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war. The to- 
bacco men immediately reduced the size 
of their packages to make up for the tax. 
When the tax was taken off they did not 
increase the size. Consequently, ever 
since the Spanish-American war, Ameri- 
can smokers have been paying the tobacco 
trust the equivalent of the war taxes. 
Those who oppose the freight tax assert 
it will never be removed after the govern- 
ment ceases to draw its money. 

President Wilosn is not opposed to the 
tax on freight. It is possfble that before 
the bill is adopted an amendment will be 
incorporated empowering the president 
to suspend the tax on freight at any time 
that he regards the treasury in good 
enough shape to do without it. 


Distributes the Burden. 
In agreeing to the tax on freignat, the 
Democratle leaders explained that thy 
were actuated by a desire to distribute 
the burden as widely as possible. 

The freight tax was also favored by the 
Democratic leaders because it is an indi- 
rect charge on the consumer. For polit- 
ical reasons they wanted to avoid “ stamp 
taxes. The desire to impose the tax a 
such a way as not to annoy the man who 
was thinking of voting the Democratic 
ticket. 

The Democratic leaders took occasi«n 
to deny today that the tax on freight 
would complicate the rate situation in 
the event that the interstate commerce 
commission reopens the case of tha rall- 
ways. They explained that the new tax 
would fall on the consumer and not the 
railroads, and that the case of the rail - 
roads would not be prejudiced by the levy 
of the government.

JAP WAR FIGURES. 

R. writes: I remember a conversation I 
had with one of our physicians on the sub- 
ject of the Jap care in war when I was in 
Japan last May. He asked if I remem- 
bered the glowing statistics which were 
given out by the Japanese government on 
the subject right after the Russo-Japa- 
nese war. He then told us that the official 
Sguresa, which had just been published, 
showed that the mortality from disease in 
the Japanese army (I believe he said dur- 
ing the siege and taking of Port Arthur 
alone, though I am eubject to correction 
on this) was greater than the mortality 
on both sides during our battle of Gettye- 
burg (i. e.: killed in the fighting). He 
characterized this as a part and parcel of 
the Japanese custom of showing a fair 
and pleasing front to the world regard- 
less of the facts." 


REPLY. 

4 few years ago the official figures from the 
Russian army became available, At that time 
Col. Woodruff, a retired United States army 
eurgeon, one who knew the east well, wrote 
an article in which he stated that the Russian 
mortality rate in the Russo-Japanese war was 
less than that of the Japanese. He charged 
that the Japanese had misled Seamon and oth- 
ers who had written of the Japanese sanitary 


‘gucceseses. This column contained the meat 


ee the article by Col. Woodruff soon after that 
article appemred. 

When we divide the mortality rate inte death 
rate from wounds and death rate from pre- 
ventable Gleeases we find that the Japanese 
hace the higher death rate in the first group and 
the lower in the eecond. However, we find that 
an epidemic of beriberi among the Japs 416 
much to offset their excellent typhoid record, 
In the latter part of the war the Japanese ra- 
tion contained more meat and less rice, where- 
upon the beriberi rate fell sharply.

X-EMPRESS CHARLOTTE of 
2 Mexico has been conveyed to Eng- 
land, and, together with the mem- 
bers of her household, her physi- 
clans, and her nurses, is estab- 
lished in a beautiful country house, sur- 
rounded by a large private park, in south- 
ern Wales. 

The transfer was not effected without 
a good deal of difficulty, and then only 
by means of the use of opiates. The ill- 
fated sister of the late King Leopold ab- 
solutely declined to leave the chateau 
ef Bouchout, where she had spent 60 
many years of the captivity rendered 
necessary by the loss ef her reason in 
1866. 

However, it was absolutely necessary 
to move her on the approach of the Ger- 
man army ofinvasion. There is no know- 
ing what might have happened if she had 
been present on the scene when the kai- 
ser’s soldiers took forcible possession of 
Bouchout and overran the place. 

Although usually quiet and gentle, if 
anything occurs to disturb the even tenor 
of her life she files into the wildest fits 
of rage, and, on the occasion of her last 
interview with King Leopold, whom she 
had always hated with the utmost vio- 
lence, she attacked him in such a fierce 
fashion, hurling flower pots at his head 
and kicking his ulcerated leg, that he 
was in bed for three weeks afterwards. 


—~o- 

She became insane some time prior to 
Emperor Maximilian’s execution on the 
Plain of Queretaro, in Mexico, and, while 
at times she seems to know of his death, 
there are other moments in which she 
talks of him as if he were still alive. 

Indeed, one of the most frequent and 
troublesome of her hallucinations is to 
the effect that she is environed by polit- 
ical enemies who are bent on taking her 
life and also that of her husband. 

It may be recalled that she was over 
taken by insanity at the vatican during 
the course of a private audience with Pius 
IX., and there are many people, especial- 
ly in Mexico; who believe that the loss 
of her reason was brought about by some 
insidious Mexican poison which wrecked 
the mind but not the body, and which 
was administered to her by some wf her 
Mexican or half-breed attendants, either 
before sailing from Mexico for Europe 
or while on the way across the ovean. 

Maximilian heard ef her insanity on 
Oct. 16, 1606, that is to say, nearly nine 
months before hie death in June, 1867. 
He learned it through a cablegram ad- 
dressed te him from Ais chateau of Mira- 
mar, near Trieste, by Count Bombelles, 
announcing that the empress was ill there 
with a severe fever and that it had been 
found necessary te summen Dr. Riedel 
from Vienna. 

Maximillan immediately ealled upon his 
own Austrian physician, Dr. Basch, to in- 
form him who Dr. Riedel was, and was 
told that he was the leading alienist ia 
Austria and the ewner of one of the most 
notable private asylums for the insane. 

From Miramar the demented emprese 
was taken to Brussels and interned in one 
‘of her brother’s [King Leopold’s] estates 
in the Ardennes, 


It was thereupon that her other brother, 
the late Count of Flanders, and Her two 


near to the capital to enable them to pay 
her frequent visita. The chateau of Bou- 
chout was chosen for the purpose.

been lost or intentionally destroyed.

Potato Omelet. 


ERE are a great number of ways 


flavor which is distas‘eful to some people, 
who need this delicate food for their sus- 
tenance. 

To combine something with egg for any 
of the fluffy mixtures of which omelets 
ahd souffies are the chief ones, requires 
ekiil easily acquired by any one who will 
take the pains, mainly with the fire.

‘here are a number of ways of making 
potato omelet, but perhaps the best is that 
made with eggs as follows: 

POTATO OMELET.—Make of any size. 
allowing to every egg one small cold 
boiled potato, grated, and one tablespoon- 
ful of milk. An omelet of one egg and 
one potato is of very good size. One of 
three eggs is large enough for four per- 
eons, and as large as can be cooked in an 
ondinary frying pan or omelet pan kept 
for omelets alone. Beat the yolks of three 
eges well and then beat in with them 
three tablespoonfuls of milk before add- 
ing to them lightly three cold boiled pota- 
toes, grated or put through aricer. Sea- 
son to taste, adding a tablespoonful of 
chopped parsley if to taste. Finally, and 

the last minute before cooking, mix in 
htly the well beaten whites of the three 
eggs. Melt a tablespoonful of butter in 
the frying pan and when it bubbles pour 
the omelet, pricking it with a fork or 
stirring it a bit until it begins to set 
throughout just as in the case of an ome- 
let entirely of eggs. This lets the un- 
part run under and th® whole will 
puff up beautifully. A thin omelet of any 
sort is & failure. Cook till well set, turn 
one half over the other with a turner and 
serve. 

In this we have eggs extended with po- 
tatoes. By extending potatoes with eggs 
we can make a pint of cold mashed pota- 
toes, or even more, go farther by mixing 
it. with one egg than in any other way.

SUMMER WORK URGED 


There was no mourning yesterday by 
suffrage leaders over the small vote polled 
by the women. It would have been hard 
to find one who would admit that the 
small vote was not merely another indi- 
cation that women are the real thought- 
@ul voters, who prize their privilege too 
Bighly to be tied up by party lines. 

Nevertheless, an active campaign is to 
be waged among women voters before 
next November. They are to be told 
everything that organizations, literature, 
and stump speakers can tell them regard- 
ing candidates, the date of the election, 
and the need of their appearance at the 
polls, 

It may be that never again will suf- 
trage organizations go to sleep during 
the summer and civic associations dis- 
band in the late spring, as they did this 
year and have done in the past. 


Carry Campaign to Woods? 

In fact, one suffragist suggested that 
suffrage emissaries be sent up to the 
woods of Wisconsin and Michigan, that 
nunting teas and fishing luncheons be 
inaugurated so women will be ready to 
rote in September primaries. 

“It's wonderfully encouraging.“ said 
Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout with enthusi- 
asm, referring to the light woman vote. 
It shows clearly the seriousness with 
which women take their new responsi- 
AMlity. 

We have all talked nonpartisanship 
% women and the thought of freedom in 
their use of the ballot so possessed them 
hey refused to ally themselves with any 
arty. Even I had that feeling yester- 
Jay when I voted, but I thought it was 
necessary for me to vote in order to help 
yet the best candidates in my district. 


| Small Vote Shows Thought. 

The small vote indicates thought on 
the part of the women That's the whole 
secret of it. If we had had a nonpartisan 
dallot there would have been more wom- 
n at the primaries. Then we must edu- 
~ate them to realize that going to the 
orimaries in September and voting does 
20t prevent them from voting independ- 
ently in November. 

“Then it has been impossible to reach 
the women because of the disbanding of 
‘he Civie leagues during th: summer. I 
hope the work of these organizations ‘s 
never again stopped during the hot 
weather.” 

Mrs. Ella Flags Young. superintendent 
of schools, and one of Chicago's strongest 
suffragists, was not at all surprised that 
ohly a few thousand of the 217,000 women 
registered did not vote at the primaries. 


All Vote in November. 

“JT didn’t vote wmyself,” she said, 
“There were so many places for whic) 
we could not vote that it seemed a waste 
of time te vote for so few. I'm going to 
vote in November. We'll all vote in N. 
vember.“ 

Miss Margaret Dobyne advocated polit- 
cal scouting parties during the summer 
at the northern resorts. 

“ After being away all summer,“ she 
said, many women return thoroughly 
out of touch with the politica] situation 
and there isn't time in a few days to ia 
form them. We shouldn’t let them go to 
sleep during the summer. The ma! 
woman's vote, of course, goes to show 
that women desire to remain nonpar'isa1.

It was mani- 
fextly out of the question for the voter 
to have adequate information as to the 
comparative fitness of more than a small 
fraction of the multitude of candidates. 
Consequently the election was a verita- 
bie caricature of what a primary ought 
to be. 

„To require the selection of party can- 
didates under such conditions is to place 
a hopeless barrier in the way of obtain- 
ing properly qualified officiais and effi- 


cient government. 


Short Ballot Only Cure. 

“It is universally recognized that the 
short ballot is the only cure for such oon- 
fusion. But the legislature can do little 
in the direction of shortening the ballot 
because of numerous limitations imposed 
by the present constitution of Illinois. 
Therefore a short ballot cannot be had 
until the present constitution hae been 
revised. Adequate constitutional revi- 
sion can only be had through a conetitu- 
tional convention.” 

The records of the Constitutional Con- 

vention league show a large majority of 
all candidates nominated as pledged to 
vote for calling a convention, and Mr 
Cole has sent chairmen of the county 
committees letters urging that planks be 
placed im the party platforms favoring 
the submission of the convention prop- 
osition to the people. Similar letters will 
be sent to the several state chairmen be- 
fore the state conventions.

Sabath, George Sikes, and Ald. Henry D. 
Capitain asserted primary results showed 
the need of the short baliot.

BANKERS OF NEW YORK 
TO PAY DEBTS OF CITY. 


As Result Metropolis Will Not Have 
to Aid $150,000,000 Credit Fund, 
They Are Told at Washington. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 10.—Although 
the problem of readjueting the foreign 
exchange market has not been solved, re- 
ports today to the federal reserve board 
from prominent New York bankers indi- 
cate that conditions have improved great- 
ly and that there is little cause for con- 
cern. 
J. P. Morgan, Jacob H. Schiff, and Ben- 
jamin Strong Jr., New York bankers, 
conferred with the board todey for two 
hours. Their visit had to do with the 
part New York City banks are expected 
to play in relieving the foreign exchange 
market; but it was said tonight that they 
also were able to state that conditions 
throughout the country showed marked 
improveme gt. 

The bankers told the board that New
